[0035] In one embodiment, application 250 may provide context data to 
EIE 230. Context data may include, for example, information related to 
what is displayed by application 250, visual state, application state, 
operating system state, environmental state and/or conditions, human state 
(e.g., biometric data), or other information related to a user interaction 
(current or past) with application 250. EIE 230 may also receive context 
information from a source external to application [[230]] 250 , for 
example a Web server or other source of information for a user of 
application 250 and/or eyetracker 200 or from another device directly or 
indirectly connected to the system (not included in Figure 2). 
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
